Two Kind* of Marketing. 


A writer in a New York paper discusses the public market 


problem, which inevitably leads to the 'difference between go- 
ing to market, buying what one wants, paying for il and taking 
it home, .or ordering, by telephone, having il delivered and 
charged up. That there is a big difference between these two 
practices every marketman in (he country-knows, and the 
comparatively few who do their marketing in the old-fashioned 
way, paying as they go, are also aware that they receive no 
concessions and that the only advantage they have is in know- 
ing where they stand all the.time. 'Says the writer: • 


"A woman that takes her basket on her arm, pays cash for 


what she wants and takes her purchase along saves the dealer 
the item of expense in making the delivery, besides by paying 
spot cash guarantees the dealer against bad debts. What ad- 
vantage has this woman over the one who will sit in her flat, 
telephone in her order and compel the storekeeper to use an 
able-bodied man with horse and wagon or auto truck to make 
a trifling,- delivery that not only increases the cost of the pur- 
chase, but penalizes (he dealer for doing business?" 


This is a fair question, and (he answer, is that the woman 


who does her marketing in the old-fashioned way has no ad- 
vantage at all except, as before staled, in knowing where she 
stands. That is an advantage that is worth something (o those 
who intend to pay for all they buy.

And it all sums up in the fact that allowance in the matter of 


prices should be made to those who do their own marketing 
and pay spot cash. There is not a dealer on earth who cai 
truthfully deny that such trade is of advantage to him, yet all 
slick to the "system" and the same prices are charged to (hose 
who buy and pay for their goods and take them home as are 
asked of those who order by telephone, have the goods deliv- 
1 


ered and pay for them when they get good and ready, or not 
at all. 


If these old-fashioned shoppers were to organize and con- 


centrate their patronage the probability is thai Ihey would be 
granted such concessions as Ihey deserve. The trouble is that 
they are too old-fashioned to organize and so they go on, pay- 
ing (heir own bills, and a good share of other people's besides.
